MINNEAPOLIS. Minn ., Sept. 15.— 
The bodies of Mrs. Amelia Bolton, 
form erly of Minneapolis and Frank 
Edward 
Rhodes, 
a 
cousin, 
were 
found late yesterday on the Bolton 
farm in Linwood township, Anoka 
county. The two are believed to have 
been murdered last Tuesday by a 
farmhand, known only as * Jim ” who 
wa6 last seen walking down 
the 
road fcom the farm house 
The body 
of Mrs. Bolton 
was 
found in the cellar of the house. She 
had been shot through the heart. 
R hodes’ body was found in an old 
potato field on the opposite side of 
the road which passes the house. He 
had been shot through the head and 
right breast. A few inches of earth 
had been spread 
over the corpse, 
which 
was lying full length in a 
furrow. 


Search Reveals Bodies 
A neighbor noticed that the cat­ 
tle were standing in the Bolton yard 
unattended. He went to the house 
and a search revealed Mrs. Bolton s 
body. Other neighbors had been sum ­ 
moned and a search of the premis­ 
es disclosed the body of Rhodes in 
the field. 
Mrs. Bolton was the wife of W al­ 
ter Bolton, a bartender in the sa­ 
loon of Al Graupman, 31 Twentieth 
avenue north, this city. Bolton had 
been working in the city and send­ 
ing part of his wages each week to 
his wife, to pay for the farm, pur­ 
chased last January. Bolton says he 
'h a s no idea what the man’s motive 
tor shooting his 
wife and cousin 
could have been Nothing was miss­ 
ing from the house. 
Buried in Potato Patch 
Mrs. Bolton was shot while near 
the kitchen stove. Blood stains were 
found on the floor and a trail of red 
splotches were on the floor leading 
to the basement door, the body was 
found on the 
cellar steps. 
It is 
thought 
Rhodes was 
shot 
in the 
barnyard or near the house and his 
body dragged across the road 
and 
thrown into the shallow grave in the 
potato patch. 
“Jim .” the farmhand suspected of 
com mitting the double crime, was 
employed by Mrs Bolton about three 
weeks ago. He is described a6 about 
26 years old, 170 pounds weight, me­ 
dium. brown hair, and stockily built 
H e is supposed .to have come from 
Minneapolis. 
The bodies were removed to Ano­ 
ka and an inquest will be held there 
today.

The action of the president fulfills 
a promise made when he left W ash­ 
ington to settle 
the 
famous case 
which has already extended over sev­ 
eral months, before leaving Beverly. 
In his decision which is in the 
form of a letter to Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Wilson, the president de 
clares that Dr. W iley was justified in 
all that he did in the matter of em ­ 
ployment of Dr. H. H. Rushy as an 
expert chemist, that he was no party 
to the correspondence involved in the 
case: that Dr. Wiley 
acted in ac­ 
cordance with numerous precedents 
and that he cannot but command the 
svmpathy of everyone for hi& earn­ 
est effort to maintain the pure food 
law. The president also recommends 
the retention of Dr. H. H. Rushy in 
the governm ent service and rules ad 
Tersely to the decision of the per 
sonnel 
board of the 
department 
which advised 
that 
besides Dd 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemis 
try, Dr. L. F. Kebler, chief of the 
drug laboratory of the bureau, be 
allowed to resign ” 
Recommends Resignations 
The president 
recommends that 
Dr Kibler and Dr. W. D Bigelow be 
reprimanded for what he declares 
was 
“disingenuous 
conduct,” 
as 
shown by letters he w rote in eonnec 
tion with the employment 
of 
Dr 
Rushy. 
“ The language of his letters does 
not have a commendable tone.’’ say 
the president, “and show s a willing 
ness to resort to evasion that calls 
for official reproof.” 
President Taft intimates that much 
more radical action may be expected 
when he takes up the “ver# much 
broader” question involved in the 
investigation of the bureau of chem 
istrv by a congressional com m ittee 
He asserts that he made up his mind 
in the case of Dr. W iley weeks ago 
but withheld the announcement of 
his decision pending the result of 
the investigation in congress.

W hile Russian officialdom is try­ 
ing to give the impression that the 
attempt to assassinate the premier 
was the result of a private grudge 
on Bogrof's part, there is hardly a 
question that the shooting was po­ 
litical. It is known, too, that in po­ 
lice circles it is gravely feared the 
affair marks a resumption of the 
campaign of terrorism. 
A great deal is made by royalists 
of the fact that the czar, who was 
present, was not attacked and that 
following the shooting of the pre­ 
mier,

The truth is that the czar was so

MADISON, Wis., Sept. 15.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Prices of farm products and 
farm management bear an intimate 
relation and the farmer must under­ 
stand the trend of prices In order to 
produce a product which will suit the 
future market. This conclusion is 
set forth in a bulletin of the agricul­ 
tural experiment station just written 
by H. C. Taylor of the Wisconsin col­ 
lege of agriculture, 
entitled “The 
Prices of Farm Products.” 
The prices of farm products, he 
says, are prime factors In determin­ 
ing the prosperity of the farmer. The 
study of the market should begin 
with a study of the various causes 
which tend to raise or lower prices 
Fluctuations in values from year to 
year are caused by changes in the 
quantity produced and the quantity 
demanded. Tho prices for products of 
standard quality change 
less 
than 
for products of uncertain quality. 
“The choice of crops should be 
determined 
by the probable price 
of each at the time It is to be mar 
keted,” says the author. “Costs vary 
with natural conditions ahd with the 
. efficiency of the farmer. Changes 
] in the type of farming 
are 
often 
necessary to meet changes in prices, 
The intensity of culture is closely 
j related to the price for which the 
product can be sold. High prices for 
products increase land values, which 
in turn, make more intensive culture 
profitable. 
Regulated Storage Economy 
“The supply and price of eggs well 
illustrate many of the forces which 
I influence prices. This product is pro 
Id need in irregular supply, egg pro- 
| duet Ion being greatest during the 
I spring months and decreasing rap 
idly until the end of winter. 
The 
storage of eggs carries over a part 
of the surplus of the period of great 
supply to a time when eggs are 
scarce and prices are higher. Prop­ 
erly regulated storage Is an economy 
for all concerned. 
“The supply and prices of butter 
bear a similar relation, the supply 
being greatest during May, June and 
July, and least In midwinter when 
prices are usually highest. The stor 
age of bnttee aids in preserving the 
surplus of tho period of abundance 
for the period of scarcity. The de­ 
mand for butter is fairly stable and 
when properly stored there is a de­ 
cided economic gain in carrying over 
the surplus until It is needed.

Whose Regular Position is Batter 


Ty Cobb may not 
be the oldest 
rightflelder in the world of the game 
but he‘s unquestionably the fanciest. 
As graceful as a trapeze performer 
and as skittishly active as a colt in 
a field when he hears a train pass 
for the first time in his young colt 
life, Ty Cobb is a sight for the fans. 
Some folks accuse Master Tyrus of 
being— well, let us say, not totally 
unconscious of his capabilities W hat 
would you 
If you were half so ac­ 
complished as Cobb, 
you wouldn't 
speak to Taft. 
Cobb is of the Hal Chase style 
tall and lithe and springy and full 
of a natural spice. When it comes 
to getting over the 
ground, he's 
something on the pattern of the ma­ 
gician who owned the seven-league 
boots. 
Only instead of boots, they 
are Ty’s and in place of the Seven 
League, 
it is the American 
that 
Master Cobb covers so thoroughly. 
Cobb helps 
out on the Detroit 
team, and you remember that the 
Tigers are no weaklings at the bat. 
The fact that it is a party of fence- 
breakers, 
makes 
Mr. Cobb’s per­ 
formances all the more notable. Last 
year, for example, Detroit as a club, 
batted .261, which was a mark ex­ 
ceeded only by the Athletics, 
and 
the Athletics had only .265. So all 
Detroit was hitting. None more so. 


however, than Mr. Cobb, Ty pound­ 
ed for .3 85, which is the highest 
point he ever reached, and the high­ 
est ever made in the whole life of 
the American league. Ty was spur­ 
red a bit by Nap Lajoie, who was 
out for the record his ownself. Ty 
beat him, but not by much, Lajoie 
making .384. 
Cobb had led the league the year 
before, with .377 for the 156 gallies. 
In 1908 he batted .342, and this was 
accounted second to Criss. But list­ 
en- w h ile Criss was figuring in on­ 
ly 64 engagements, Cobb was go­ 
ing the 150 route, so when you get 
right down to tacks, Ty had him 
headed 
In 1907, likewise. Ty led 
the league 
with a percentage of 
.350. He's a batter. That's his regu­ 
lar position on the team. 
Until the leagues recognize this 
position, however, Ty must be set 
down upon the records as a right- 
fielder, a Georgia Boy, a chap who 
can throw a runner out at first from 
the deepest part of the field, a jack­ 
rabbit on the bases, so that most 
of another fellow’s singles for Cobb 
doubles, and The Boy with the Big 
Net when it comes to catching 
the 
game which frequents the outfield 
preserves. 
Cobb is a boy 
who works best 
when he has to. That is to say, when 
he was a minor leaguer in the south­ 
ern country, the photographers nev­ 
er knelt to beg a pose, for he was­ 
n 't doing the things that get you 
honorable mention. 
But when he 


flocked in with the fast ones, gen 
Hemen, it was different. Gentlemen, 
this Cobb woke up. Gentlemen, he 
seemed to 
feel his 
raise in life. 
Gentlemen, he became a marvel 
for 
speed and batting. 
If there were 
any leagues higher than the one he 
is in today, Ty would join that, and 
you want to believe that the eleva­ 
tion would result in his hitting for 
1,000 and making home runs out of 
baby bunts. 
President 
Comiskey, 
the 
able 
judge, is on record as say of Cobb— 
“The greatest player of all times?" 
(N. B.— Mr. Comiskey isn't rem ark­ 
able for indulgence in meaningless 
praise. Maybe Ty is the Class.) 
Tomorrow— Harold Chase, who’s 
going to be great when he grows up.

This was the way the governors 
here today summed up the situation 
following the appointment of Gov­ 
ernors Harmon, Hadley and Aldrich 
as a committee to appear before the 
supreme court of the United States 
to argue against the interference of 
federal courts with the power of a 
state 
to 
fix railroad rates within 
its boundary. 
Governor Harmon, 
chairman 
of 
the new' committee, which marked a 
new departure in American affairs, 
was asked for his opinion today and 
said to the United Press: 
“ Here is a lawsuit In which the 
rights of the state to fix transporta­ 
tion rates within its own borders is 
in question. I ani the only governor 
who has been attorney general of 
the United States and i presume thev 
wanted me on the committee for that 
reason. 
It s purely a legal matter." 
Governor Aldrich 
of 
Nebraska, 
whose attack 
upon 
Federal Judge 
Sanborn precipitated the 
situation 
that resulted in the action 
of 
the 
governors said that it was the most 
sweeping and ecncerted action ever 
taken by the states. 
Never was there a more surprised 
set of men 
than the twenty-seven 
governors when their action had been 
construed as a political move design­ 
ed to affect the coming presidential 
contest. In defense of their action 
against this charge they pointed to 
the statement of purposes of the 
lu use of governors written five years 
ago as follows: 
"A new idea in American politics 
to bring tile states into closer har­ 
mony; 
to lessen centralization; 
to 
safeguard 
states’ 
rights; to be a 
freer, ftiller voice of the American 
people and to make a stronger na­ 
tion." 
All the governors declared their 
action designed to bring forcibly to 
t r e attention of the supreme court 
the united sentiment of the states. 
Cove-nor Hay of Washington said: 
"Three governors appearing before 
the supreme court as the representa­ 
tives of the other g'vernors cannot 
help but have a proper effect. Our 
action was merely for self protection 
States rights must he conserved.” 
Governor Foss of Massachusetts 
said: 
“There is nothing radical about 
our action, if it is new. It insures the 
stares ample representation before 
the supreme court.” 
Governor Wilson of New Jersey 
said: 
“Our stand is novel, but sane and 
necessary.”

Though America Leads All 
Nations in Production, 
Little Grain Is Ex­ 
ported 


TOLEDO, Ohio, 
Sept. 
15.— L ast 
year the United States produced 75 
per cent of the corn of th e world, 
33 per cent of the oats and 20 per 
cent of the w heat, and it w as done 
upon 6 per cent of the land. 
The average an n u al production of 
cereals in this country is about five 
thousand 
m illion 
bushels. 
These 
figures are so stupendous th a t th e 
average 
m ind 
cannot com prehend 
them. 
And yet of all Ane corn grown in 
this country, and th ere were 3,126,- 
000,000 bushels of it, only about 2 
per cent was exported. 
This show s th e w onderful 
con­ 
sum ptive power of the people of the 
United States. No nation in the his­ 
tory of the world has had such a rec­ 
ord. 
The prosperity of a country and 
its stan d ard of civilization a re de­ 
term ined by its ability to consum e 
the products of its soil. This is shown 
by a com parison between the peoples 
of India and the United States, as 
the form er with its nearly 306,000- 
000 people exports 14 I per cent of 
I its 
360,000,000 
bushels of w heat 
which Is only about half of the pro­ 
duction in this country.

MADISON, Wis., Sept. 15.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— A cargo of Wisconsin pure 
bred corn is on the ocean on the way 
to German South Africa. The grain, 
for seeding purposes, was ordered of 
the Wisconsin Experiment association 
recently by Minister Kaumans of the 
German imperial consulate at Chica­ 
go and cost the purchasers $3.50 a 
bushel. The varieties bought were 
the three famous pure breds 
Xo. 7 
Silver King, No. 12 Golden Glow, and 
Clark's Yellow Dent. In competition 
with other varieties in the province 
tliese three brands of Wisconsin corn 
stood first. The South African grow­ 
ers found them to he highly produc­ 
tive and of stable character. Despite 
the vast difference in climatic con­ 
ditions and soil, this corn is main­ 
tained in a fixed type which does not 
revert. 
Professor R. A. Moore, head of 
the agronomy department of theWIs- 
consin college of agriculture, has just 
received an excellent sample of pedi­ 
greed barley from James Carey of 
Fruitland. Wash., which was grown 
from Wisconsin stock received from 
the university. In that far distant 
clime the barley retains its charac­ 
ter unchanged. 
Professor Moore has just returned 
from a visit to the Minnesota state | 
fair, where he spoke on the breeding ' 
and dissemination of pure bred seed 
grains and acted as judge of seed J 
grains. He pronounced it as a great 
display. He had the same comment 
for the fair and festival at Withee, 
Clark county, Wig. 
Professor C. P. Xorgord has com­ 
pleted a series of meetings in this 
state where he addressed more than 
S.coo people. Nineteen were held. 
He visited the 26 farms at state and 
county institutions., conducting eo«>n- 
omie work to demonstrate the value 
of the newest methods, such as crop 
rotation and the use of silos. Addi­ 
tional farms will be included next 
year, at least 35 being projected.
